He told her three 
days ago that be intended to kill her and 
oin Pacer Smith in jail, and in a saloon 
nst before he started out West Main 
itreet he took out his revolver and said 
le was going to kill somebody. 


The next heard of him he was prowl. 


jng around the home of A. Wait at the 
corner of West Main and Fine streets. 
He had peered into other houses in that 
vicinity before reaching that point He 
was evidently looking lor his wife, who 
had been working for Mrs. Johnson, who 
the day before had moved from her for- 
mer residence. 
She was then three 


doors distant from the Wait place. 


SHOT AT MBS. WAIT. 


In an interview Mrs. Wait gives this 


version of her experience with the wife- 
hunter: 


About four o'clock she was upstairs 


looking alter some household duties and 
glancing out of the window she saw the 
man Hunt pacing up and down in front 
of the house. She did not know who he 
was, of course, and paid little- attention 
to him until she heard two shots from a 
revolver. Then she became somewhat 
alarmed and hastened down stairs to 
lock the doors. The first two shots were 
not aimed at anyone and Mrs. Wait 
thought that Hunt was some drunken 
man and was not alarmed, except 
that he might break into the house. 
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After she had 
locked the 
doors 


she returned to the second floor of

room. The rattling and hammering was 
succeeded by a few vigorous kicks and 
Mrs. Wait became alarmed for fear that 
the fellow might break into the house.

Then she came down stabs 
nd again asked the fellow what he 
wanted, but the pet dog of the house, 
known as "Nig, persisted in making 
uch a disturbance that she could not 
understand the man. The next thing 
that she knew the fellow had gone to

window on 
the . east 
side of 


he house and she went to 
the 


elephone to call the police. At that 
ime the dog was near the window to 
which Hunt had gone and the fellow 
shot through at Mrs. Wait The bullet 
grazed the dog and passed through three 
open doors and lodged in the parlor 
door, forty feet away. Hunt was evi- 
dently bent on shooting some one. When 
he saw that his bullet had not taken ef- 
fect on Mrs. Wait he ran to the sitting 
room window and made preparations to 
shoot from there. For several minutes 
he kept Mrs. Wait dodging from the 
dining room to the sitting room and then 
ne left, goiug out to Oakland avenue, 
where he was finally captured. 


After leaving the Weit fplace Hunt 


went over to the barn at the rear of the 
J. C. Beatty residence and talked with 
an old man who was using an ax. He 
made a motion to shoot the man,when the 
old gentleman raised his ax and said he 
was not to be scared by an owl. Hunt 
did't pull his revolver, but went on 
down the street to Wood street, going 
west to Oakland avenue, thence north to 
his home near the Wabash railroad, 
where he vras subsequently arrested by 
the officers and lodged in the county jail. 


It is a question whether Hunt became 


angry at Mrs. Wait because -he closed 
the door against him, or whether he 
took her for his wife. 


THE CHASE. 


Officers Cross, Baylor, Williamson. 


Brockway, Captain Mnthersbaugh and 
Constable Kirkbride responded to the 
telephone calls. It was difficult for a 
time to secure a description, of the man 
who had done the shooting, but finally » 
trace of Hunt was secured at the gro- 
cery stores on Oakland avenue, the 
parties there having seen him trudging 
along toward his home. The officers 
surrounded the house and quickly dis- 
covering Hunt he was brought to the 
jail. He had reloaded his revolver and 
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bad a lot of extra cartridges in his 
pockets. When he reached the jail he 
said he wanted to be put in with Pacer 
Smith. "He's a friend of mine," he 
added. 


The grand jury will attend to Hunt at 


once. He will no doubt be indicted 'P* 
attempted murder and sent to the peni- 
tentiary. 


In the chase for Hunt the officer* 


came across an old eoldier out on Mtcon 
street He was drunk, and some boy* 
had thrown rocks at him. He threw 
rocks at them and hit a house. Th» 
officers put him in jail.

Catholic church In this city yesterday 
was accompanied by an awful dis- 
aster. Fully 5,000 people were in at- 
tendance and the .priests were about 
ready to proceed with the services, 
when an accident occurred that cre- 
ated a panic and. killed one person 
outright and wounded about fifty 
more, several fatally.

The foundation for the building ex- 


tended about ten feet above the base- 
ment bottom, and on this was erected 
a platform where the ceremonies were 
being held. Over 1,000 persons were 
standing on the floor, when a section if 
it, containing about 300 people, sank 
beneath its burden and precipitated 
them into the pit. The section which

escape. The pit resembled an inverted 
roof of very steep slant, the ends be- 
ing closed up by stonn walls, and into 
this ft was that there were crowded 
men, women and children In one strug- 
gling heap. 
Those at the top of the mass escaped 


easily, but when the pit was partly 
emptied those victims still entrapped 
could not clamber up the steep sides, 
and they trampled each other like so 
many wild creatures, the strong get- 
ting on top and the weak being crushed 
beneath the great weight 


Although there were a thousand 


people ready to rush to the rescue 
they could render very little aid to 
the helpless persons in the pit and sev- 
eral minutes elapsed before ropes and 
ladders could be procured. 


When assistance finally reached the 


unfortunate victims, several' had al- 
ready been trampled to death and 
others were fatally injured. 


The old Catholic church near by was 


turned into a hospital and morgue. 
Into this were carried those who were 
killed and iniured. 


Notwithstanding the shock of the 


accident the 
priests succeeded in 


quieting the crowd and continued the 
services. Eev. Tilgr. Boff, o<Cl_veland, 
delivered the sermon. 


The contractors are said to be re- 


sponsible for the accident, poor tim- 
bers being us«d for the support of the 
platform 
The mayor and other city officials 


lent a helping hand in caring for the 
injured. The town is in deep mourn-

HEIRS TO MILLIONS. 


A Princely Fortune to be Divided Among 


A Comjmratlvely Few Claimants. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 7.— Harry Huk ill, man- 


ager of a local shoe company, is said 
to be one of the heirs to an English es- 
tate valued at SI00.000,000. At the be- 
ginning of the present century Hu- 
kill's great uncle, Samuel Alexander, 
was engaged in the shipping business 
between London and the East Indies. 
The war with France made the busi- 
ness very profitable, and Alexander 
amassed great wealth. He, however, 
lost three ships laden with rich car- 
goes, which were seized by the French. 
After peace had been declared Alexan- 
der claimed indemnity, and the French 
government deposited with the Bank 
of England a princely sum to the 
credit of the ship owner. 


In 1815 Alexander died, bequeathing 


his prop«ety to his brother, Henry 
Alexander, who had settled at Morgan- 
town, Va. Before the tidings of his 
brother's death could reach him, 
Henry Alexander also.died, and his 
family- dtenwsed and was lost sight of.

They set up a counter claim 
for damages for the unlawful deten 
tion of the Crathie.

eyery law a city enacts to protect itself 
against them. A professional thief does 
not have to be watched closer to keep 
him from stealing than the majority of 
saloonkeepers have to be watched to 
ceep them from violating the ordinances 
regulating their basinees. 
Again the 


saloon is associated with the two great 


vils of gambling and prostitution. The 
same spirit prevails in all. Again the worst 
company to be found outside of perdition 
makes the saloon its loafing place. No 
one can stay about a saloon and not 
lave his moral sense lowered. Add to 
his the liquor drank, and you have a 
perfect fountain of crime. The wonder 


that more innocent people are not 


slaughtered. 
Charles Dickens tells of 


E^agin, who taught boys to pick pockets. 
The modern Fagin is the saloon, that 


>y its whole spirit makes men criminals; 
sends them staggering over the city to 
send bullets into innocent people, There 
are fifty or more of these criminal manu 
factories in this city. At their door 
put the slaughtered women and cbil 
dren. Down with saloonism. Have no 
respect for the business or the men who 
run it. May my tongue be palsied if I 
refrain from denouncing this modern 
manufactory of thieves, liars and mur 
derera —saloon ism. 


But my text brings also the thought 


that H man may rise above his evil sur 
roundings, as Daniel did in Babylon. A 
young man in this city of saloons need 
not enter their door. They are responsi 
ble for the temptation. He is for ac- 
cepting it. 
Every mani n the jail is re- 


sponsible. Keep out of the saloon. Tbe 
text teaches thai a man by resisting evil 
may compel that evil to minister to his 
own good. 
The man, who like Daniel, 


resists wrong, is thereby developed in 
character. 
Have the moral courage to 


stand against all wrong.' And in the 
very midst of it grow up as pure as the 
lily that rises out of the mire.

Determined to Bee the F»mou« Relic. 
LTMCITBCBO. Va., Oct. 6.—The Lib- 


erty bell arrived in the city yesterday 
afternoon and remained here about an 
hour. 
Long before the arrival of 
the 


special train the station was crowded 
•with people determined to see this 
famous relic. As the train drew into 
the station it was greeted by enthusi- 
astic cheers from the assembled multi- 
tude. 
Mayor Warwick made a brief 


address to the crowd, and was enthusi-

applauded.

speeches were made by several other 
member of the party. 


The train pulled out for Roanoke 


amid enthusiastic cheers of the multi- 
tude. 


A Veritable Ovation. 


KOANOKE, Va., Oct 6.—From Lyneh- 


bnrg the southward progress of the 
Liberty bell was a veritable ovation. 


At Lynchburff the entire city coun- 


cil of Roanoke, headed by Chairman 
R. A. Buckner and Mayor H. E. Jones, 
boarded the train and told of the 
royal reception awaiting- the bell in 
their hustling blue lick city. 


The city was in gala attire, and as 


the train entered a big canon belched 
out the presidential salute, but even 
the boom of the gun was drowned in 
the ear-splitting volley of cheers and 
shouts of greeting that rolled up from 
the great mass of people that stretched 
out in every direction- 


In a vast freight yard the train was 


run, and the people packed in and 
about the yard, exceeding 20,003 in 
number. Co. Q, second regiment, Na- 
tional Guard of Virginia, was y»e 
guard of honor, but patriotic orders of 
all kinds displaying gay 
banners 


marched past the car in all the glory 
of regalia and plumed helmets. 


Then the crowd was lined up to 


clamber over the bell car and touch 
the bell.

Methodist church sang a hymn, in the 
chorus of which hundreds of children 
joined.

bridge over the railroad and into the 
big railroad freight yards where the 
bell car was side-tracked.

Calculated to Restore Slwken Conation 


In American Beef Elports. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 —Secretary Mor- 


ton has. issued the following order 
under the act of March 2, 18S.r»: 


"It is ordered that all beef offered 


for exportation, whether fresh, salted, 
canned, corned or oacked, shall be ac- 
companied by a certificate of an in- 
spector of this department showing 
that the cattle from which it was pro- 
duced were free from disease and 
that 
the 
meat 
was 
sound 
and 


wholesome. 
And in order that it 


may be determined whether all beef 
exported has been so inspected and 
found free from disease and whole- 
some, it is further ordered that the 
meat of all other species of animals 
which is packed in barrels, cases or 
other 
packages, 
shall 
be legibly 


marked in such manner as to clearly 
indicate the species of animals from 
which the meat was produced. Meat 
which is not so marked, and which is 
riot accompanied by a certificate of in- 
spection will be subjected to unpack- 
ing and examination in order to ascer- 
tain if it is uninspected beef.

"As reliable evidence has been sub- 


mitted showing that a large quantity 
of inspected beef has been prepared 
for exportation, the identity of which 
has been lost in the process of curing, 
and that the immediate enforcement 
of this order would prevent the fufc 
fillraent of many contracts now out- 
standing; and as it is also evident that 
the inspection force of this depart- 
ment must be increased before the 
affected trade can be properly accom- 
modated, it is directed that this order 
shall not he enforced until January 1, 
1806.

Ambassador Currie has asked the 


porte for permission to instruct Zey 
Sister to visit tbe prisons where the 
Armenians are in custody. 


Eight persons were registered as 


having been killed on Monday and 
Tuesday. 
None of the bodies of those 


killed in the Kasim quarter have been 
recovered. 
It is known that the 


bodies of many of those who lost their 
lives during the riots were thrown 
into the sea. So far as known only 
Maj. 
Servret Bey and two subalterns 


wtre killed on the Turkish side during 
the rioting on September 30. A few 
gendarmes were wounded. 


The Mussulman laborers in the Peru 


gas works, killed twenty-one of their 
Armenian comrades on the night of 
)ctober 3. 
The refugees in the church remained 
here yesterday and their number is 
ncreasing. A hundred women and 
children took refuge in the garden of 
,he English embassy, which goes to 
jrove that although quietness, prevails 
n the city the Armenians, are appre- 
icnsive that further attacks will be 
made upon them. 


The Armenian patriarch has written 


to the representatives of the Powers 
urging them to use their authority to 
restore order. He gives th- names of 
400 Christians which have been re- 
ported at the patriarchate as missing. 


When Sir Philip Currie visited Ka- 


mial Pasha he insisted in vigorous 
terms on the absolute neceshity of the 
porte accepting the scheme of reforms 
submitted by Great Britain, France 
and Russia on May 11, and upon the 
immediate publication throughout the 
empire of a decree proclaiming the 
fact that the government had accepted 
the scheme. The events of the week, 
Sir Philip said, had shown the intoler- 
able consequence of a delay that could 
no longer be permitted. 


The dragoman of the British em- 


bassy, acting under Sir Philip's orders, 
visited the patriarchate to express 
sympathy with the Armenians and to 
explain the action that had been taken 
by the powers. 


Though the city is quiet, cases of 


violence growing ,out of the troubles 
heie are occurring in many places 
along the shores of the Bospuorus in 


•hich Armenians are always the vic- 
ims.

The testimony here closed. Mr. Buck- 


ingham offered no testimony and had 
nothing to say, but told the court the 
prisoner wanted to make a statement. 
Smith took the stand and was very 
nervous, but said: 


I plead guilty to killing the baby with 


the understanding 1 was to be hung for 
it. I am willing to be hung, but for a 
reason, I would like to have you put it 
off till the 16th of February, 1896. 


The court here said, I would rather 


you would make some statement as to 
the douse which led up to the killing, 
but Smith only repeated that he did the 
killing and borrowed the revolver for 
that purpose, and wanted to be hung 
February 1C.

The court then said. 
"Of course, when a man pleads guilty 


to the crime of murder he puts himself 
in the attitude of being probably hung 
or sent to prison for life or any number 
of years not less than fourteen. The 
law invests tbe judge with the discre- 
tion of fixing the penalty, and that pen- 
alty, of course, depends upon the char- 
acter of the offense, as a rule. 


"Now, 
I can see very readily why 


there is a discretion given by the law. 
There may be cases where a man has 
been injured in his family relations, or 
in his property, or in his character, and 
he may have a feeling, ill-founded, pos- 
sibly, or antagonistic to the individual; 
and While it does not reduce a techoi 
cat murder to manslaughter, it does go 
in extenuation and mitigation, in some 
degree, of tbe offense, which the court 
and jury shall exercise in favor of the 
defendant to reduce the punishment. 


"There is not very much light thrown 


upon the relations between this husband 
and wife. Mr. Buchert testifies that 
Mrs. Smith told her husband, in a pet, 
as \ understand it, that her father would 
not support them both; and Smith fre- 
quently came bock there, sometimes 
eating meals at the house, and be was 
there an hour or two upon different 
occasions, and there was not any great 
ill feeling. 
"But whether he had any ill-feeling or 


not, the indictment in this case charges 
him with killing his child—a child of 
about five years of age, as I gather it. 


"I cannot imagine any case where a 


everybody felt that the person who was 
guilty of shooting out the young life of 
his own baby and that of a young girl 
who had never done him any harm and 
had also attempted to kill his young 
wife, who bad placed her future happi- 
ness m his hands, and whom he had dis- 
appointed, should be hung, and -those 
present were waiting for the sentence of 
the court, and as soon as the last words 
of the sentence dropped from the lips of 
the judge there was a shout and clap- 
ping of hands from the audience and 
cries of "That's right."

His answpr was that "Noboby knows 
how much trouble I have had. I have 
figured on this for three years and don't 
care what you do with me." 


Officer Cross testified same as Taylor 


as to arrest and as to taking revolver 
away from him, and that four bhots had 
been fired from it.
